• Director  Dora  B.  Schriro,  Ed.D.  was  named  the  country’s  top 
corrections  director  by  the  Association  of  State  Correctional 
Administrators,  a professional  organization  of  the  nation’s  directors 
for  state,  federal  and  large  municipal  corrections  systems. 

• A Family  Orientation  Meetings  Team  composed  of  Constituent 
Services  Officers  and  Fulton  Reception  & Diagnostic  Center  staff, 
won  the  Governor’s  Award  for  Quality  and  Productivity.  The 

orientation  program  is  for  families  of  newly  incarcerated  inmates. 

• The  Boonville  Correctional  Center  Restorative  Justice  Garden 
Project,  in  which  inmates  raised  14  varieties  of  fruits  and  vegetables 
on  a 4-acre  plot,  donated  over  15,000  pounds  of  produce  to  area 
food  banks  in  1999.

Did  you  know? 

The  Division  of  Adult  Institutions  (DAI)  is  responsible  for  the 
operation  of  the  state’s  19  correctional  centers  and  the  care, 
custody  and  control  of  incarcerated  offenders.  DAI  ensures 
conditions  of  confinement  are  constitutional. 

Since  1993,  prison  population  has  increased  from  15,933  to 
27,203.  Major  outcomes  that  point  to  the  successful  operation 
of  correctional  centers  during  this  period  of  growth  are: 

o Active  inmate  lawsuits  have  been  reduced  77%-from  1683 
to  385-the  4th  lowest  in  the  country. 

o Escapes  from  secure 
confinement  have  been 
reduced  from  .44  per 
thousand  inmates  to  .07. 

o The  illicit  use  of  drugs  and 
alcohol  by  inmates  has  been 
cut  from  13.8%  to  2.4%. 

o 98.8%  of  general  population 

inmates  is  involved  in  full-time  productive  assignments 
including  work,  school  and/or  treatment  on  a daily  basis. 

o Per  diem  cost  of  confinement  ranks  49th  out  of  50  states.
